Chief Records Event 
The following information on 
that big celebration was written 
by Mr. Beeman in the Golden 
Anniversary Edition of The Chief 
in 1924: 
One of the biggest celebrations 
ever held in Comanche County 
took place in Comanche July 4, 
1876. I can recall the events of 
that day as though they had 
happened only yesterday. 
The whole nation was cele­ 
brating the 100th Anniversary of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
so Comanche had a big day. too, 
perhaps one of the biggest in 
the entire state. The celebration 
was held just northeast of the 
city limits of Comanche in what 
then was called Stinson Valley, 
which afterwards became the site 
of the Comanche County Fair 
Grounds with the biggest horse 
racing tract in West Texas. It is 
now part of the William Martin 
Estate. 
To provide drinking water for 
the celebration, the first "bored” 
well in the county was brought 
in on the grounds the day before 
the celebration. The well 
was 
bored by a man by the name of 
Spicer and the novelty attracted 
an immense crowd and kept the 
water muddy all day by the con­ 
stant drawing. 
The celebration began on the I
